Claims 1-14 are considered allowable over the prior art, as the prior art does not 
explicitly disclose establishing a parameter look-up table; outputting a wave parameter 
and a characteristic parameter from a microprocessor to an audio processor; extracting 
a modulation parameter and a control parameter from the parameter look-up table by 
the audio processor based on the wave parameter; and performing frequency 
modulation to generate the synthetic audio by the audio processor based on the 
modulation parameter, the control parameter and characteristic parameter.
